a plethysinograph, Dr. Angelo Mosso, Professor 
of Physiology at the University of Turin, has 
been able to demonstrate that every mental ac- 
tion is accompanied with a certain degree of 
change in the circulation of the blood through 
the brain, and to accurately ineasure its amount. 
[n using the apparatus the forearm is enclosed 
within a glass cylinder filled with water, which 
communicates through a tube with an index 
that rises and falls with every out or in-tloyv of 
the water in thecylinder — [t is apparent that 
when the arm receives more blood, its volume 
will be increased, and an outflow of the water 
be produced; when, on the contrary, its blood 
supply is diminished, the arm shrinks, and an 
inflow of water will follow. 

It is well known that the functional activity 
of an organ of the human body is accompanied 
by increased activity of the circulation, and 
this is also true of the brain. Since the total 
amount of blood is not subject to rapid and 
sudden changes, it is evident that, when an ac- 
tive part receives more blood, other parts must 
receive less, When the brain is at work, blood 
is withdrawn from the arm, which therefore be- 
comes smaller. 

By experiment it has been demonstrated that 
only iu a condition of absolute mental tranquil- 
lity does the volume of the forearm remnin con- 
stant; the slightest mc 
fices to disturb the equil 
existence.
